paper gives tbo fo'lowiug information.— 


Messrs. Siebe nnd Gorman inform UK tbat 


companies of men ablo and willing to go 
down and work at twenty-five fathoms can 
always bo provided; and in tUo

thirty-four fathoms. 
Hooper, a Liverpool 


professional, searched a sunken vessel in 
Pichdauguo Bay, near Valparaiso, ct the 
latter depth, 201 feet, but this is the very 
deepest level ever searched. At this point 
the pressure of the condensed water upon 
each square inch of the frame aniouuta to 
SS.Mbs., and it is t(Ue ascertained' limit, for 
the present at least, of what man can resist. 


The general.etiuipiuent of a diver is well 


known: 
VYitV r> watertight dress aud a sup- 


ply of air pumped into his helmet from 
above hp Cf n live, move and even work hard 
under water as deep as bis body can endure 
tho great pressure of ;tlie" condensed fluid. 
At thirty two feet'this amounts to 40,000 
pounds, and where the Vanguard lies a man 
must bear a superincumbent weight of not 
less than KJO.UOO pounds. 
It is wonderful 


that the human frnme.can sustain this, but, 
of course, the air inside the body balances 
Che pressure outside ; .yet the strain is pro- 
di»ious. The great point is to ascend slow- 
ly0; from any such considerable depth the 
diver is obliged to come up with much cau- 
tion. 
A Ureek who had "one down into 


thirty fathoms was too quickly hauled back, 
and, be'ng brought from the above depth to 
the decl; of the vessel in less than five min- 
utes, -when he was undressed the muscles 
: began to swell all over his body by the ex- 
:eess of air absorbed during his . stay under 
water, bis lungs .were in a state of vacuum, 
the blood, was forced by tho pressure of air 
from all parts of the body into them, induc- 
ing congestion of the lungs and causing his 
death. The ascent must, therefore, be made 
very leisurely, end only those of a particular 
'constilulion cf"j stand tho work at all. Full 
blooded, thort necked persons, pale com- 
ploxioucd, deaf, higb colored or hard drink- 
ing men are not r'lowed lo follow the pro- 
fession. 
Those who can resist the effect of 


tho great pressure do not, however.suffer in 
their health. On the contrary, weak lunged 
persons ba-o been known lo derive great 
benefit from tho habit of breathing the com- 
pressed air, and Wui.tstablo especially is full 
of hp'e, amphibious adveulurers like "old 
Jo!m Gauu," who built "Dollar row" there 
wi.th Iho proceeds of tho silver picked up 
from sunken Spanish Armada vessels. 


A corniplot(3 Ejslern of signals by inonns of 


Ihe nirtubo and life-Hue has been arranged, 
and tho diver sometimes carries a speaking 
pipe, i>v which he can communicate or send 
up a slate with written messages. 
Tlie sig- 


nalman is responsible, aud must bo very 
vigilant all the lime ihe diver is down. 
Oc- 


casionally he will give ouo pull on Ihe life- 
line aid the diver relums Ihe signal by one 
pull'signifying "AH right." If the signal 
be not returned the diver must bo hauled 
up, but if Ihe diver wishes lo work without 
being interrupted by signal ho gives one 
pull ou the lino independently for"All right; 
let me alone." Should tho signalman feel 
any irregular jerks, such as might be occa- 
sioned by the diver falling into a hole, he 
signals to know if ell is right, and, not re- 
ceiving any rep!}-, he hauls up immediately. 
Wheu the diver, from any cause, is unable 
to ascend the ladder, . nnd wishes to be 
pulled up, ho gives four sharp pulls on the 
life-line. If, 
while being hauled up, tho 


diver gives one pull it signifies "All right; 
don't haul any more." The work which 
stilled persons can do under water and at 
considerable depths is .something truly as- 
tonishing. They can lay masonry, drill 
solid rock, cut away iron plates aud fnsttn- 
iugs, clean ships' keels, repair valves, cut 
loose timbers, and effect almost everything 
that could be done above wnter. 


The handiest men about a wreck are 


those who having been seamen, understand 
each portion of a vessel, for tho submarine 
toiler is constantly obliged to walk back 
ward for fear of fouling tho Hues in tho gear 
of tho wreck, and under the sea it is pitch 
dark at any grent depth or if the winds 
and waves have stirred up the bottom. 
The men have, however, the great advan- 
tage of the electric lamp, which diffuses u 
li "lit in the darkest gloum, and with the 
aid of this it is as we bave said, amazing 
what tasks can be performed in those gloomy 
abysses of the ocean. 
Some divers are ex- 


ceedingly handy ut repairs; 
one having 


riveted a plale of iron in place of that do- 
stroyed in passing over a rock by a vessel 
which afterward sn nk. 
She was raised and 


steamed back to England, the diver return- 
in" in her, nnd when in dock- the.engineers 
could hardly credit tint the plate had been 
riveted under wnter. 
Accordingly, men nro 


trained for different tasks ; n shipbuilder's 
hand ma'<es the best inspector of wrecks, 
a mason goes down for building operations, 
nnd n steam litter must lie louud when 
engines aro lo be tnken to piece*. 
Men of 


all these trades nro in coiislnnt training nnd 
readiness; they enrn.imd they deserve, very 
high wages.

It is n freo country, but is 
there an operative so j'oung, so ignorant, as 
not lo sec thai it would not be n free coun. 
try wore mill owners compelled lo employ 
weavers nnd spinners on lorms which seemed 
io them disadvantageous. Nothing is more 
calculated to delay an agreement, or some 
form of pacification," than lho misreproson- 
lalion of Iho facts, and n studied efforl to 
misstate the cnso. 


One of tho Fnll Ilivor mill operatives said 


Monday, "I helped free the slaves of lho 
Soulh and I will not sign lho pledge offered 
nnd make n slave of myself." lie doublless 
expressed the sentiments of thonsnnds of 
his companions, but lho term "slave'1 is ul- 
lerly irrelevant, and lends to widen tho 
breach that wo would all see closed. No- 
body in tho world is exerting tho ieasl pow- 
er, wo uiighl almost say influence, lo make 
that man sign tho obnoxious agreement 
Oa tho other band, he is trying lo compe 
the mill ownors fo employ people at whn 
they deem disadvantageous terms.

The terms offered by the mill owners 


undoubtedly hard. They are needlessly 
hard, and their chief effect will bo lo embit- 
ter the feelings bshvcon lho laborers nud 
tho capitalists. Still Ihe owners have tho 
samo right lo impose Ihose condilions that 
A. T. Stewnrt would have to refuse employ, 
inont to any member of a club, or lo give 
clerkships lo thoso only who should bind 
themselves not to leave his employ within 
three or fivo years. If in a season of great 
business depression a capitalist should offer 
to employ n largo number of men provided 
ho could got them very low il would hnrdly 
be Mr lo dononnco him as a tyrant and de- 
mand that ho bo compelled to pay largo 
prices.

Stones and 
other missiles were thrown by the mob 
which had collected, notwithstanding iho;

obliged to draw their revolvers. One arrest! 
was made there. There was also a crowd at 
tho Davol mill this evening, , which hooted 
and yelled at the workers as they came from 
the mill, and tho agent complained to the 
mayor that there was not a sufficient police 
force present. 


Although the small working force in tho 


mills has been somewhat increased today, 
the number of operatives who have sought 
employment after the new agreement is 
comparatively insigniae'ant, and there is no 
material change 
in tho situation. The 


manufacturers emphatically declare their de- 
termination to insist on tho agreement, and 
the operatives novor to sign it. It is the 
firm belief of the manufacturers, however, 
that at least two-thirds of the operatives are 
deterred from resuming work only by fear 
of the resentment of their violent fellows. 
It is understood that a joint committee, 
consisting of all branches of operatives, is 
at work today with a petition to be present- 
ed to all storekeepers in this city for sigua- 
tsres, requesting the manufacturers to with- 
draw tho agreement. None of the threats 
to burn or destroy property have been .car- 
ried into effect.
